

Nick Thain, Mountain View 
Regional Emergency Services, 
said nine people were taken to 
hospital, seven to Didsbury and 
Olds hospitals with non-life- 
threatening injuries and two to 
the Foothills Hospital, also with 
non-life-threatening injuries. 

“The accident was so big 
Emergency medical crews re¬ 
sponded from Calgary, Airdrie, 
Didsbury, Olds, and even 
Sundre. 

Sundre EMS became in¬ 
volved when they came upon 
the accident during a patient 
transfer to Calgary,” said 
Thain. 

Raymond Yuen, of Red Deer, 
was driving to Calgary when he 
watched the incident unfold 
before his eyes. 

He was in a southbound 
lane when two semi trucks, di¬ 


rectly ahead of him, slid into 
each other’s path and started 
the chain of events. Yuen’s car 
hit the back end of one of those 
trucks. 

“The first (semi) truck 
bounced off another truck’s 
trailer,” said Yuen. 

“That truck managed to 
stop but everyone else didn’t 
we couldn't see very far in front 
of us it was really bad. 

“1 hit the back of that truck. 
It happened so fast I couldn’t 
think." 

“1 tried to get out of my ve¬ 
hicle, twice I could see all these 
vehicles coming. I could see an¬ 
other semi coming at me (from 
behind), so was another car, hut 
he managed to avoid me and hit 
the ditch. Another lady hit that 
truck over there,” said Yuen, 
pointing at a jackknifed semi, 


demolished in the centre merid¬ 
ian. 

Yuen said most of the people 
involved in the first group of 
accidents were okay. He said the 
driver of the third southbound 
semi wasn’t as lucky. 

“He jackknifed and hit a 
semi going north.” 

Yuen said things would have 
been much worse if everyone 
wasn’t already slowed down be¬ 
cause of icy whiteout condi¬ 
tions. 

“No one was really going 
fast, that was a good thing.” 

RCMP said extremely 
poor road conditions, black 
ice, blowing snow and lim¬ 
ited visibility were the 
cause of more than 20 sepa¬ 
rate accidents on Highway 
2, in both north and south¬ 
bound lanes.

A 24-vehicle collision on 
Highway 2, in the southbound 
lanes between Carstairs and 
Didsbury, sent nine people to 
three different hospitals, 
Thursday morning.

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Trustees 
boost their 
own wage

Chinook’s Edge School Divi¬ 
sion (CESD) Trustees voted at 
their last meeting in December to 
txxist their wage by two per cent, 
which will amount to only about 
$25 more per month. 

According to CESD Board 
Chairman Roy Brassard the two 
per cent raise isn’t something any¬ 
one should really be worried about 
because this Ls the first raise trus¬ 
tees have had in about three years. 

“We review it every year; it’s 
just part of our orientation meet¬ 
ing. We didn’t do anything last 
year, and 1 think it has almost 
been three years since we last gave 
ourselves a raise,” Brassard said. 

The raise comes after an Octo¬ 
ber election which brought six new 
faces to the Board table, as then 1 
were only three incumbent trus¬ 
tees who were elected back. 

Prior to this CESD Board had 
the same nine trustees sit together 
for two consecutive terms (six 
years). 

‘We decided, with the new 
board, if we kept it as a very mod¬ 
est raise that we should allow that 
to happen.” Brassard said. 

According to CESD Treasurer 
Susan Roy the actual costs of 
Trustees really isn’t that signifi¬ 
cant, and last year it worked out 
to cost CESD, on average, $14,471 
per trustee. 

Last year total honouriums 
(wages) cost $105,575 for the year, 
as well as $20,129 for benefits, and 
$4,537 for allowance for a total 
cost of $130,241 for all nine trus¬ 
tees. 

CESD Trustees receive the 
same health benefits as any CESD 
employee. 

Trustees are paid on a per diem 
basis of $150 for a full-day meet¬ 
ing within the division and $200 if 
it’s outside of the division. For half¬ 
day meetings they receive $75 per 
meeting. 

Monthly the trustees are also 
given an allowance for different 
expenses, such as having to keep 
their office at home since there is 
no space provided to them at the 
Central Office in Innisfail.

Man assaults pregnant woman

Man assaults pregnant 
woman 

A 43-year-old Didsbury 
man who assaulted his preg¬ 
nant girlfriend, giving her a 
bloody nose, has been fined. 

Stephen Gale pleaded 
guilty to a charge of assault 
Jan. 5. 

On July 24 Gale and his 
girlfriend who had just moved 
back in with him had each 
drank four ounces of hard al¬ 
cohol when they started ar¬ 
guing about the child she was 
pregnant with, court heard. 

Gale tried to leave but the 
girlfriend tried to stop him 
and accidentally hit him in 
the foot with the door, Gale 
then pushed her, she hit him 
in the head and he punched 
her in the nose. 

“I over reacted to the situ¬ 
ation,” said Gale. “I was try¬ 
ing to leave and she would 
not let me. If I had to do it 
over I would not do it again.” 


Gale was fined $500, put 
on probation for one year and 
had to submit a DNA sample. 

“It sounds like you did eve¬ 
rything right except when 
you hit the victim,” said 
Judge Bruce Fraser. “I don’t 
feel its necessary to send you 
to jail.” 

Careless driver hits 
powerpole 

An Olds man who crashed 
his car into a powerpole caus¬ 
ing his vehicle to roll over on 
46th St and 49th Ave in Olds 
and then left the scene of the 
accident has been fined. 

Ian Kane of Olds pleaded 
guilty Jan.5 to charges of 
careless driving and leaving 
the scene of an accident. The 
RCMP went to his home af¬ 
ter locating his address from 
the license plate on his car on 
April 24th, the night of the 
accident, the court heard. 

Kane did breath over the 
legal limit of alcohol, but it 
was unknown to the RCMP

Catholic 
school 
expansion 
vote date 
set

After members of St. 
Anthony’s Church com¬ 
pleted a phone campaign 
it was decided a second 
vote date should be set 
to give Didsbury Catho¬ 
lic residents another 
chance to vote on 
whether the Red Deer 
Catholic School District 
should be expanded into 
Didsbury. 

“The campaign was 
successful so a second 
date has been set,” said 
Vince Ackerman, Red 
Deer Catholic Regional 
Division Development 
Coordinator. 


“After this is 
complete the 
documents would 
be sent to Alberta 
Learning where 
they would be 
reviewed to make 
sure they are 
technically 
correct, ”

The vote date has been 
set for January 27th at the 
5-0 Club. Catholic resi¬ 
dents are encouraged to be 
there by 7 p.m. so they will 
have time to sign the nec¬ 
essary documents. 

“We did not initiate this 
second round,” said 
Ackerman. “St. Anthony’s 
Parish did.” 

The phone campaign re¬ 
sults say 164 Catholics will 
attend the meeting on the 
27th, and only 105 are 
needed for a quorum. Of 
the voters, 50 percent plus 
one voter are needed to ex¬ 
pand the district. 

“After this is complete 
the documents would be 
sent to Alberta Learning 
where they would be re¬ 
viewed to make sure they 
are technically correct,” 
said Ackerman. “The min¬ 
ister is then obligated to 
sign them, though he could 
delay it for awhile if he 
chose to.”

The 11,000 student 
Chinook’s Edge School Divi¬ 
sion - which includes 
Sundre, Olds, Didsbury and 
Carstairs - has met new Al¬ 
berta Learning classroom 
size requirements, say offi¬ 
cials. 

Under the new class size 
guidelines, set out by the 
Learning Commission, addi¬ 
tional money was made 
available for teachers. The 
guidelines are being phased 
in over three years, starting 
in the 2004-2005 school 
year. 

As things now stand, the 
jurisdiction class average in 
Kindergarten to Grade 3 is 
20.0 students; in Grades 4 
to 6 it’s 23.7; in Grades 7 to 
9 it’s 22.9; and in Grades 10 
to 12 it’s 20.9. At all levels, 
class sizes have been re¬ 
duced from 2003-2004 lev¬ 
els. 

The class size reductions 
have been achieved by the 
addition of 28.75 new full 
time teachers in Chinook’s 
Edge. The division received 
$1.5 million for the new 
staff. 

“Chinook’s Edge has met 


those guidelines as a division. 
With the class size funding we 
have met all of the require¬ 
ments set out to us by the 
province this year,” said divi¬ 
sion spokesperson Laurette 
Woodwood. 

However, reducing class¬ 
room sizes has come with a 
corresponding increase in de¬ 
mand for classroom space in 
many schools across the re¬ 
gion, said deputy superin¬ 
tendent Heather Henderson- 
Hill. 

“That has certainly 
caused some difficulty and 
will continue to cause some 
difficulty,” said Henderson 
Hill. 

By way of example, she 
cites the modernization and 
new construction at Sundre’s 
River Valley School where “we 
are housing students in any 
space we can find. We can’t 
create any more classes there 
because there is literally no 
room. 

“Hugh Sutherland School 
in Carstairs is a growing 
community and we would cer¬ 
tainly love to see an an¬ 
nouncement from Alberta In¬ 
frastructure at some point 
soon because we don’t have 
any space there either.” 


Numerous schools in the 
division are experiencing 
similar space restrictions, 
she said. 

She declined to estimate 
how much money is needed 
to create adequate class¬ 
room space in the division. 

At the provincial level, 
additional hirings in Sep¬ 
tember and October have 
brought teacher levels back 
to where they were three 
years ago, according to the 
Alberta Teachers Associa¬ 
tion, which represents edu¬ 
cators across the province. 

“I am very relieved to see 
that this recent round of 
hiring has returned staffing 
in Alberta schools to the 
levels that existed in 2001- 
2002,” ATA president 
Frank Bruseker said last 
week. 

“Schools are only now 
recovering from the loss of 
over 1,000 teachers at the 
beginning of the 2003-2004 
school year that resulted 
from provincial govern¬ 
ment’s failure to provide 
school boards with adequate 
funding.” 

Since the end of the last 
school year, 811 new full¬ 
time teaching positions have 


been put in place across Al¬ 
berta. 

According to the ATA, at 
the same time 139 part-time 
positions were eliminated, 
bringing the total number of 
full-and part-time teachers 
in the province’s schools to 
33,157 as of the end of Oc¬ 
tober. 

While the ATA applauded 
the return to 2001 teacher 
levels, Bruseker said more 
needs to be done to improve 
learning and teaching con¬ 
ditions. 

“Our schools are only 
getting back to where they 
were three years ago. Three 
years ago, teachers across 
the province walked out of 
their schools in an effort to 
focus the attention of the 
public and government on 
issues affecting the quality of 
learning and teaching and on class 
size in particular.” 

He called on the province, and 
the new Learning Minister Gene 
Zwozdesky in particular, to take 
“further concrete action” to im¬ 
prove education in the province. 

Teachers across the province, 
including in Chinook’s Edge, went 
out on strike in early 2002 to pro¬ 
test classroom sizes and other is¬ 
sues. 


Hearing set for AAA Cattle Company this month

AAA Cattle Company, just 
east of Didsbury, will be given 
a chance to voice their opin¬ 
ions on an enforcement order 
which has halted their live 
cattle operation at an 
upcoming hearing later this 
month. 

A Court of Appeal’s deci¬ 
sion handed down in early No¬ 
vember quashed prior ap¬ 
proval which was allowing the 
feedlot to expand to 18,200 
head of cattle. 

Following that decision the 
Natural Resource Conserva¬ 
tion Board (NRCB) handed 
down an enforcement order 
asking AAA Cattle Company 
to start reducing their cattle 
by 1,000 head per week until 
they were down to their origi¬ 
nal 2,500 head. 

Simon Cobban, co-owner of 
AAA Cattle Company applied 
for a hearing on that enforce¬ 
ment order and will be given 
the opportunity to do so on 
Tuesday, January 18 in 
Didsbury. 

Besides AAA Cattle Com¬ 
pany, Mountain View County 
as well as the Committee for 
Lone Pine have been given 
standing in front of the Board. 

Cobban says that they cur¬ 
rently are not clear which en¬ 
forcement order they will be 
dealing with, because in the 
past two years they have re¬ 
ceived two separate enforce¬ 
ment orders - one in 2002 and 
the most recent in 2004. 


“There is a big question right 
now, because the Court of Appeals 
has made it very clear that the old 
enforcement order of 2002 is the 
one that is valid and the one that 
we are dealing with right now of 
2004 is not valid,” Cobban said. 
’So, which enforcement order are 
we suppose to be complying with?’’ 

The 2002 enforcement order 
ordered the feed lot to reduce their 
numbers down to 2.500. They 
later received approval of their ap¬ 
plication allowing them to expand 
to 18,200 head of cattle. 

Currently AAA Cattle Com¬ 
pany has received a ‘Stay.’ on the 
enforcement order, which is allow¬ 
ing them to operate at a current 
cattle number of just over 5,000 
head. 

Prior to receiving the ‘Stay,’ 
which allows AAA Cattle Com¬ 
pany to maintain their cattle num¬ 
bers for the time being, the en¬ 
forcement order of 2004 was ask¬ 
ing them to reduce their cattle 
numbers back down to 2,500 head 
of cattle as well as start 
deconstructing pens which had 
been built to accommodate the 
larger herds of cattle, as plans 
were to expand to 18,200 head of 
cattle. 

The number of cattle which are 
currently in the AAA Cattle Com¬ 
pany is one thing that is being dis¬ 
puted between the cattle company 
and the Committee for Lone Pine. 

The Committee for Lone Pine, 
who established themselves to 
fight AAA Cattle Company, are ac¬ 
cusing Cobban of having at least 
7,400 on site. 

Cobban believes that the Com¬ 


mittee for Lone Pine’s chairman, 
Murray Marsh, is going off num¬ 
bers earlier reported in media re¬ 
ports. 

‘When the Court decision first 
came down on November 8, at 
that point in time we were sitting 
at 6,200 head of cattle. When I 
first started telling numbers out 
there it was my hope they would 
allow us to have the 8,500,” 

Cobban explained. ‘It didn’t 
transpire that way, we were just 
at the 6,200 or 6,300 and that 
basically halted that.” 

And, from the 6,300 head 
1,000 head of cattle were shipped 
out because Cobban didn’t re¬ 
ceive a stay in time bringing his 
cattle numbers down to about 
5,300 head of cattle. 

Cobban says that right now 
cattle numbers really shouldn’t 
be the main issue, but more the 
main issue should be the future 
expansion of his operation. 

“Technically in a month we 
could have our permit back,” 
Cobban said. ‘Realistically it does 
not matter how many cattle we 
have right now.” 

Cobban says that at the 
upcoming hearing he will be try¬ 
ing to fight more the ‘technical 
issue,’ which has led him down 
this road, than the actual en¬ 
forcement order itself. 

‘The whole issue is a whole 
technical issue that was caused 
by the NRCB board and not by 
us, so why should we be paying 
the consequences?” Cobban said. 
‘Therefore, why should we have 
an enforcement order since the 
whole issue has been handed 


down to the approval officer for 
re-consideration? ” 

Cobban plans to re-apply to 
have his operation given the 
right to expand, yet again, 
since a technical error which 
involved a ‘grandfathering 
clause,’ has caused most of 
these problems. 

The County and Marsh of 
the Committee for Lone Pine 
both plan to be present since 
they have been given standing. 

“We are pleased we will be 
able to participate,” Marsh 
said. 

Marsh says that the bigger 
issue to him and his Commit¬ 
tee is the fact that AAA Cattle 
Company will be, or already 
has, applied to expand, again. 

“The assumption is that 
AAA has got an application in 
to do its expansion again. That 
is probably a bigger issue to 
us,” Marsh said. 

The County will have their 
planning officer speak at the 
upcoming hearing, although 
Reeve A1 Kemmere and long¬ 
time Councillor Dave Derksen 
are both expected to be 
present. 

“I wasn’t on council and 
wasn’t very much involved 
(when this issue first 
started),” Kemmere said. “We 
figured for continuity we 
would have the planning de¬ 
partment speak. We, however, 
will be there observing.” 

Council, however, worked 
hard with the staff at the 
County to pass on the direc¬ 
tion they would like them to

It is with profound sad¬ 
ness that the Office of Al¬ 
berta’s Lieutenant Gover¬ 
nor announces that Her 
Honour, the Lieutenant 
Governor, The Honourable 
Lois E Hole, CM, AOE, died 
from peritoneal (abdomi¬ 
nal) cancer at the Royal 
Alexandra Hospital in Ed¬ 
monton on the evening of 
Thursday January 6, 2005. 

Throughout her life, the 
beloved and respected Mrs. 
Hole focussed on the issues 
that were most important 
to her and to many 
Albertans. Chief among 
them were public education, 
public libraries, public 
health care, the fine arts 
and issues of social justice 
such as women’s rights, 
racism, economic inequali¬ 
ties, and tolerance and re¬ 
spect for people of different 
ideologies. She gave sup¬ 
port and legitimacy to the 
groups that needed it most, 
to the people who often 
went unheard in our cul¬ 
ture and to the charitable 
groups that needed all of 
the help and publicity they 
could get. She hoped that 
her actions would inspire 
her fellow citizens to carry 
on with this work once she 


was no longer able to do so 
herself. 

At the request of Mrs. 
Hole and her family, a pri¬ 
vate funeral will be held. A 
public memorial service is 
being arranged and details 
will be announced as soon 
as possible. 

The Lieutenant Gover¬ 
nor’s family wishes to 
thank the doctors, nurses 
and staff at the Royal 
Alexandra Hospital for the 
wonderful comfort and care 
they provided to Mrs. Hole 
over the past several weeks. 
The family also extends its 
gratitude to all Albertans 
for the unwavering love and 
support they so unselfishly 
gave to Mrs. Hole through¬ 
out her life. 

A Book of Condolence will 
be opened at the Provincial 
Legislature Building in Ed¬ 
monton and at McDougall 
Centre in Calgary, from 9:00 
am until 9:00 pm, beginning 
Saturday January 8.

This has been a very difficult 
road for me, from a position of 
homophobia to acceptance and 
understanding. Here is my 
story. 

In 1948, at the age of 20, I 
hitchhiked from Ontario to 
Vancouver to find work. I was 
lucky, and landed a job in a log¬ 
ging camp; but the ship didn’t 
leave till Monday, and I had 
only enough money left for the 
three intervening nights in the 
Sally Ann, and a bit of cheese 
and bread. The second night 
there, the chap who assigned 
the beds invited me to his apart¬ 
ment to listen to his excellent 
collection of classical records. 
He sat down beside me on the 
sofa; and before I knew what was 
happening, he was rubbing his 
cheek on mine. I happen to be 


very strongly heterosexual, and 
felt nauseated, jumped up and left 
at once. Now in those days it was 
a subject never discussed, and I 
knew nothing of homosexuality; 
so I didn’t realize where things 
might have gone if I had stayed 
around. Since I was brought up in 
a culture where men embraced 
freely (Portuguese West Africa), I 
was puzzled at my reaction, and 
phoned an old friend of my fa¬ 
ther’s - a city minister - who told 
me the facts of life. 

Well, now, you can see why I 
started out pretty “Anti-gay”. I 
believed it was a choice people 
could make. Years later, how¬ 
ever, in a university course on 
“Abnormal Psychology”, my pro¬ 
fessor told us of experiments he 
was doing with a highly moti¬ 
vated group of homosexual men 
who wanted to be heterosexual, 
marry and raise families. I won’t 
go into the graphic details of 
things he tried, both physical 
and psychological; but he said he 
did eventually have a bit of suc¬ 
cess with a couple of them - for 
about two weeks. 

Eventually, realizing that the 
old standards of morality seemed 
to be slipping, with promiscuity 
and divorce on the rise, our 
Church asked all our congrega¬ 
tions to do a study of HUMAN 
Sexuality, to establish what the 
people in the pews really believed. 
Unfortunately, many (most?) 
people are unwilling to engage 
in really honest self-evaluation; 
and the exercise was hi-jacked 
into a “study” (condemnation) 
of HOMO-sexuality by many 
people. A couple of homophobics 
in my congregation insisted that 
we get on with the study, but 
were not content with the mate¬ 
rial provided by our Church. I 
invited them to bring anything 
they could find, so that we might 
look at it from all angles. They 
brought an excellent and very 
convincing video, narrated by a 
man who had given his heart to 
the Lord, and turned for his ho¬ 
mosexual partner, married and 
had a child or two. He insisted 
that anyone could change if he 
wanted to badly enough. Unfor¬ 
tunately, about a week alter we

had seen this, we learned that 
the man in question had re¬ 
turned to his male partner. 

My friends, B & L, had been 
married nearly 25 years and 
had 4 children when L started 
visiting my wife. She was quite 
distraught; but my wife would 
not tell me why - until one 
night she couldn’t sleep, and 
shared with me that L was 
strongly lesbian, and was going 
to leave B. Shortly after that, L 
came to our house, and could 
see immediately that I was very 
angry. She told me to sit down. 
Then she asked me to imagine 
that for the next 25 years I was 
to let another man do with my 
body what he chose when ever 
he chose. Remember the Van¬ 
couver nausea? It returned 
powerfully, and I must have 
turned very white. She just 
quietly said: “It’s been like that 
for me for 25 years”. I said that 
she had no right to have mar¬ 
ried B and led him on for all 
that time. She told me that at 
about 5 years of age she had 
began to think she was differ¬ 
ent from the other girls; and 
by high school she was dis¬ 
turbed enough to go to a psy¬ 
chiatrist, because she felt no 


desire to date boys like her 
friends did - but had strong feel¬ 
ing for other girls. Like me at the 
same age, she knew nothing of 
homosexuality. The doctor told 


her that she had just never had 
the pleasure of a man and told 
her to “go and get laid”; and eve¬ 
rything would be fine.

Clark leads Ward 10 election 
scandal investigation

Bob Clark, former MLA for the 
area and a Carstairs resident, has 
been given the role as the lead in¬ 
vestigator to come up with the 
answers to an election scandal, 
which has forced residents in 
Northeast Calgary to currently 
have no council member repre¬ 
senting them in the City of 
Calgary’s Ward 10. 

Clark who has quite a bit of 
Provincial experience under his 
belt was asked by the Minister of 
Municipal Affairs to lead the in¬ 
vestigation. 

“I have been asked by the Min¬ 
ister of Municipal Affairs to inspect 
the events which took place in 
(the) Ward 10 (election back in 
October),” Clark said. 

There are allegations which 
involve Margot Aftergood who 
won the seat over incumbent al¬ 
derman Diane Danielson by 138 
votes. 

Shortly after the October 18 
civic election, it was learned that 
Aflergood’s team had requested 
1,266 mail-in ballots during the 
campaign. 

The ballots were sent to a post 
office box rented by her husband. 

Since that time Aftergood has 
stepped down from her seat on 
city council. 

Danielson announced a few 
weeks ago she intends to seek re- 
election in the upcoming By-elec- 


Clark says he will be working to¬ 
wards answering five separate 
things. They include: 

- Find out what exactly hap¬ 
pened? 

- How come it happened? 

- What role was played by the 
people of the City of Calgary? 

- What changes should happen, 
so it doesn’t happen again? 

- How can they improve the 
system so new Canadians are 
given a better opportunity to fully 
understand the election system. 
Clark has been given a budget of 
$500,000 which he will be required 
to try to come up with conclusions 
to those questions and submit a 
report by June, which Ls expected 
to be made public knowledge. 

‘The Minister has promised to 
release the report. I expect there 
will be hearings in March and 
April after the By-election is fin¬ 
ished with.”Clark, who is semi-re- 
tired, currently still does contract 
work, such as this. 

Clark was the former Ethics 
Commissioner for the Province for 
11 years. Privacy Commissioner 
for six years, and sat as the area’s 
MLA for 21 years. 

“I have a variety of experi¬ 
ence,” he said. Besides working 
on this investigation Clark 
works with the Alberta En¬ 
ergy and Utilities Board 
(EUB) where he does some 
contract work.

Last year, Christmas 2003, I put off buying a poinsettia 
until all the shops were down to the dregs and mine was a 
pretty bedraggled specimen. 

The florist padded out the blooms with a couple of big 
shiny red bows and if you didn’t look too closely the gen¬ 
eral appearance was festive and colorful. This year, Christ¬ 
mas 2004, I bought a nice big red poinsettia as soon as they 
appeared in the Co-Op and within a few days I had been 
given another lovely big red one and a small pink one as 
well. 

About thirty years ago my mom gave me a garden vari¬ 
ety amaryllis that blooms three or four times a year. For 
Christmas Day it obligingly produced two stalks, each bear¬ 
ing four nice salmon pink flowers, and on Christmas Eve 
my daughter brought three hyacinths in separate earthen 
pots and they are now all in bud. My husband bought me 
roses for Christmas and a mixed bouquet for my birthday 
on December 30 so the house has been filled with flowers 
and I count myself very lucky. I am not a good winter per¬ 
son and by the New year I am desperate for something green 
and growing. Flowers remind me that despite the snow and 
ice in my garden, somewhere life continues and summer 
will come again. 

I wish there were some heavenly administration in charge 
of leftover amaryllis, hyacinth, Christmas cactus and bed¬ 
ding plants. On Christmas Eve this flower angel could throw 
a handful of magic dust into the air and all the plants that 
nobody bought would magically relocate into hospital rooms, 
seniors complexes, and any home that would be happier for 
a bit of beauty. It’s such a waste when amaryllis have blos¬ 
somed, faded and drooped, unappreciated on grocery store 
shelves, and hyacinths in full bloom and all their perfumed 
splendor, lie wilted in their dry little pots. 

On about June 20 the same angel could throw more magic- 
dust into all the greenhouses and millions of unwanted, dry 
and overgrown bedding plants would drop into waste places, 
inner city playgrounds, neglected boulevards and backyard 
gardens. I think Lois Hole should be the angel in charge of 
this, she would do it with so much love and grace. God 
probably has something more important planned for her. 
We are so lucky to have had her with us as long as we did. 

One of my birthday cards contained a couple of packages 
of flower seeds. They are the kind that should be planted 
indoors eight weeks before they are set out. This would 
mean that I should start them in early April and I hope I 
can restrain myself until that time. 1 saved a lot of Gazania 
seeds that I would like to try and I suppose they could be 
planted in early April as well. I have two variegated leaf 
geraniums and 1 have been itching to snip slips from them 
but my space is limited and if I have a dozen geraniums 
going where will I put my flats of flowers? And then there 
are the tomatoes. Two years ago I started the tomatoes in 
mid February and they grew so quickly that I had to repot 
them four times. By the time 1 put them in the greenhouse 
they were three feet tall, gangly and inclined to flop. I planted 
them deep and they did pretty well but I don’t want to do 
that again. I tell my husband that what we really need is to 
start the green house a whole lot earlier but he can’t justify 
spending $100.00 on propane to grow $50.00 worth of to¬ 
matoes. 

I know that part of the reason that I am concentrating 
on plants and seeds and flowers is in an effort to block out 
the horror of the tsunami. None of us can even begin to 
fathom the sorrow and grief and devastation that it brought. 
We can donate and sympathize and pray but nothing can 
even marginally ease the suffering of families torn by this 
unimaginable disaster. 

Once again we are reminded that this is the best place in 
the world to live. Give Thanks.

She had very strong 
Christian convictions on 
that subject ( as many of us 
in my generation had), feel¬ 
ing that it was something 
that belonged only in mar¬ 
riage. So when B proposed 
to her, she accepted. She 
liked him as a person, though 
she was certainly not in 
love; but she believed that 
everything would be fine. 
She said the experience was 
like being raped. For 25 
years, she would grit her 
teeth, and pretend she was 
somewhere else till the or¬ 
deal was over. She simply 
couldn’t do it any longer. 

Eventually CBC aired a 
iwo part series on what sci¬ 
ence had to say. The evi¬ 
dence seems to be that some 
time in the first two or three 
months of pregnancy, if the 
fetus is male and the mother 
has too much estrogen in 
her system, the boy will be 
homosexual (Pardon me if I 
don’t use the term “gay”; 
that has a much different 
meaning for my genera¬ 
tion.). If the fetus is female, 
and the mother has too 
much testosterone, the girl 
will be lesbian. 

I have subsequently come 
to know others of this orien¬ 
tation, and worked closely 
with one for some years. I 
believe that this is not a 
choice at all - except for a 
few St the centre of the spec-'*- 
trum who are “bisexual”, 
and can choose to go one 
way or the other. I have 
known same-sex couples who 
have had very long and faith¬ 
ful relationships, raised sev¬ 
eral children ( all the ones I 
knew were heterosexual). On 
the other hand, I have been 
shocked at the number of het¬ 
erosexual couples who had 
made vows to each other be¬ 
fore God and their communi¬ 
ties; but who seemed to be 
incapable of fidelity to each 
other. I don’t see the need to 
use the word “Marriage” for 
same-sex relationships, as it 
does have a dictionary defini¬ 
tion that is heterosexual. But 
some of them certainly are a 
lot closer to my definition of 
Christian Marriage that pro¬ 
miscuous couples of any ori¬ 
entation. 

Finally, I have read my Bi¬ 
ble several times (cover to 
cover), and find not a single 
word in the teachings of Je¬ 
sus on the subject; but I find 
very strong condemnation of 
adultery and divorce - which 
I have rarely heard con¬ 
demned by the homophobic 
community! In fact, many of 
the “anti-gays” are divorced 
themselves. Interesting that 
they should be so vocal 
about a minority that Jesus 
does not condemn, but be 
quite prepared to ignore his 
condemnation of THEIR sin. 
Yes, there are certainly pas¬ 
sages in the Old Testament 
and in Paul that do specifi¬ 
cally condemn it; but there 
are also passages there that 
would prevent handicapped 
people from entering the 
Temple, that allow men to 
sell their daughters and lots 


of other regulations that 
were acceptable to the socie¬ 
ties of the day - and are not 
today. The Hebrew Scrip¬ 
tures (Old Testament) are a 
record of the search for God 
by our spiritual ancestor; 
they are helpful in my search 
for truth. But my Saviour is 
Jesus Christ; and it is in HIS 
word that my faith is based. 
That sometimes has meant 
giving up some of my most 
cherished convictions, when 
God has shown me where 
they were based in my own 
prejudices and social herit¬ 
age. It hasn’t been easy to see 
through new eyes; but my 
goal is not to find support for 
what I already believe, so 
much as to search for truth, 
and learn to believe in that. 

We are not at the end of 
our spiritual journey until 
we are called home. We will 
make a lot of wrong deci¬ 
sions and interpretations as 
we run the race with Paul 
towards the Goal. And in 
the end, we trust in God’s 
forgiveness for our errors. 

May God bless you in 
your continuing Spiritual 
Journey.

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Un-wanted kitten rescued by loving family

‘Annie’ the kitten has 
used up most of her nine 
lives, but thankfully she 
landed herself a good 
home, after being tossed 
from a moving vehicle and 
just narrowly escaping 
death. 

While Verna Wimmer of 
Didbsury was on her way 
to Carstairs, for a Christ¬ 
mas social on December 
23, her friends and she 
spotted something mov¬ 
ing in the ditch at about 
6:30 p.m. 

At first they didn't re¬ 
ally think anything of it, 
thinking it was probably 
just a skunk or some¬ 
thing. But, as they 
traveled a little further 
they saw something else 
move in the ditch. 

Wimmer having a large 
heart, and a love for ani¬ 
mals told her friends that 
they had to turn around 
to check out what these 


little creatures were. 

‘I got out of the vehicle 
and there was this little kit¬ 
ten that wasn’t even six 
weeks old," Wimmer said. 
‘Her eye was bleeding, both 
of her legs were skinned up, 
and she had a broken fe¬ 
mur.” 

Wimmer’s friend whom 
she was with walked up the 
road a little bit and found 
another baby kitten, which 
had already been struck by 
a vehicle and wasn't able to 
be saved. 

Lucky for, ‘Annie,’ that 
this truck load of kind- 
hearted people drove along, 
because if they were any 
later - Wimmer is sure that 
‘Annie,’ also would have 
been struck by passing ve¬ 
hicles. 

‘If we were five minutes 
later, she would have been 
dead because there was an¬ 
other vehicle behind us,” 
Wimmer said. 

Not knowing what to do, 
and running late for her 


party that she was due to 
arrive at, Wimmer crossed 
her fingers as she went to 
knock on the door of local 
Carstairs veterinarian, Dr. 
Tom Picherach. 

Despite it being nearly 7 
p.m. on December 23, the 
day before the Christmas 
holiday was due to start be¬ 
ing celebrated, Picherach 
answered his door and took 
the un-wanted kitten in and 
nursed it back to health. 

The next day, Wimmer 
called Picherach who re¬ 
ported the kitten’s health 
had stabilized and that she 
was going to be okay. 

Wimmer who knew the 
kitten really had no where 
else to go, decided to bring 
it home for a few days until 
it was feeling better. But, 
instead it can now rest com¬ 
fortably and call her new 
found family, her own. 

‘I was just going to keep 
her until she got better, but 
she is so small and she is 
such a little runt that I 


think she would get picked 
on. We decided to keep her, 
and we named her Annie.” 

By the types of fractures 
which ‘Annie’ had, 
Picherach is convinced that 
someone with no compas¬ 
sion took a group of kittens 
and threw them out of the 
window while driving down 
the back road, leaving them 
to die. 

‘It’s kind of sad that 
someone would have no com¬ 
passion and would do some¬ 
thing like this, especially on 
December 23,” Picherach 
said, adding that he is sure 
there had to be more than 
just the two kittens which 
were found. 

‘No one is going to just 
get rid of two kittens, there 
was more, I am sure.” 

Picherach credits 

Wimmer for taking in the 
kitten, noting that she al¬ 
ready has a dog and cat of 
her own. 

‘The kitten was starving 
and was very hurt,” he said. 


‘It’s just nice to see that 
someone would have a big 
enough heart to do some¬ 
thing like this.” 

Both Picherach and 
Wimmer want to get the 
message out to whoever 
might have done this that 
they should really take a 
reality look at their lives, and 
to not be so cruel. 

“We got one (of the kit¬ 
tens). We saved one. But, 
there must have been at least 
six. I don’t know if her 
mother got run over or what. 
1 just want the person that 
did this to know that this was 
just so in-humane and wrong 
what they did.” 

Picherach says that this is 
just one more reason that the 
Town of Carstairs - and 
Mountain View County — 
need to establish some sort of 
animal shelter. 

If Picherach wouldn’t 
have been home that evening 
to help save ‘Annie,’ this 
baby kitten most likely would 
have passed away, he said.

There is still 
a lot to do so we will con¬ 
tinue to work up to school 
starting back on the 12th. 
Not much of a break but it 
has been productive. 

New Year’s eve we got 
together with the Baptist 
Mission at the 
Stonecyphers’ house. Sev¬ 
eral of the missionaries, jok¬ 
ing, said they would take 
bets on how long the 
Stonecyphers would stay 
up. 

Normally, the 

Stonecyphers are in bed and 
asleep by 9:30. Would they 
be able to stay up until mid¬ 
night to see the New Year 
in? Becky made soup and 
chili and the rest of us 
brought things to go with 
it. As usual there was plenty 
of good food. We didn’t eat 
much because we had an¬ 
other dinner engagement 
for that night. At 8:00 we 
went to the Chinese restau¬ 
rant to meet Thales and 
another couple for a great 
Chinese meal.

will return near the end of 
January. He will be glad to 
have her back. This is the 
first New Year’s they have 
been apart in 35 years of 
marriage so he was feeling 
pretty lonely without her. 
We not only had a good 
meal but we also had a great 
time of fellowship and visit¬ 
ing. Among the five of us we 
have spent a total of over 
110 years in West Africa, 
most of those in Nigeria. A 
lot of history and a lot of 
stories.

QUESTION: Before our baby was born last month, 
our 3-year-old daughter, April, was thrilled about hav¬ 
ing a new brother or sister. Now, however, she shows 
signs of jealousy, sucking her thumb sullenly when I 
nurse the baby and getting very loud and silly when 
friends drop by. Please suggest some ways I can ease 
her through this period of adjustment. 

DR. DOBSON: Your daughter is revealing a "text¬ 
book" reaction to the invasion that has occurred in her 
private kingdom. It is typical for such a preschooler 
to throw temper tantrums, wet the bed, suck her 
thumb, mess her pants, hold tightly to Mama, talk 
"baby talk," etc. Since the baby gets all the attention 
by being helpless, the older child will often try to "out- 
baby the baby," behaving in immature ways from an 
earlier stage of development. That pattern seems to 
be occurring with your little girl. Here's what I would 
suggest: 

1. Bring her feelings out in the open and help her 
verbalize them. When she is acting silly in front of 
adults, take her in your arms and say, "What's the 
matter, April? Do you need some attention today?" 
Gradually, a child can be taught to use similar words 
when she feels excluded or rejected. "I need some at¬ 
tention, Dad. Will you play with me?" By verbalizing 
her feelings, you also help her understand herself bet¬ 
ter. 

2. Don't let infantile behavior succeed. If she cries 
when the baby sitter arrives, leave her anyway. A tem¬ 
per tantrum can be greeted by firmness. However, re¬ 
veal little anger and displeasure, remembering that 
the entire episode is motivated by a threat to your love. 

3. Meet her needs in ways that grant status to her 
for being older. Take her to the park, making it clear 
that the baby is too little to go; talk "up" to her about 
the things she can do that the baby can't — she can 
use the bathroom instead of her pants, for example. 
Let her help take care of the baby so she will feel that 
she is part of the family process. 

Beyond these corrective steps, give your daughter 
some time to adjust to her new situation. Even though 
it stresses her today, she should profit from the reali¬ 
zation that she does not sit at the center of the uni¬ 
verse. 

QUESTION: In recent months, there have been two 
occasions where a woman at work has made a pass at 
me. I love my wife deeply, have no interest in this lady, 
and have communicated this to her in no uncertain 
terms. Do you think I should share these incidents 
with my wife? 

DR. DOBSON: Yes, I do. First, because I believe 
the healthiest marriages are those that are open and 
honest on such matters. Second, because sharing im¬ 
portant information is a step toward accountability in 
a situation that could prove dangerous. And third, 
because your wife should be your best friend with 
whom you discuss troubling circumstances and how 
they will be handled. 

My only caution is that you should be careful not 
to reveal these incidents in order to make your wife 
jealous or to use them to manipulate her. Some 
spouses seize an opportunity like this to play power 
games with a mate. Check out your motives carefully 
before you talk to your wife and share the experience 
as objectively as possible. She will appreciate you for 
it. 

Finally, I urge you to continue to reject the advances 
of the lady in your office, regardless of how attractive 
she is or how flattering her interest in you may be. To 
pursue her may give your ego a ride now, but only pain 
and sorrow lie down that road — for her and for you.
